MRS, HELEN GOUGAR WANTS A NEW TRIAL 


Senator Frye, of Maine, Thinks It Is 
Best Policy for the Republicans 
Not To Disturb the Senate. 


Boston, Mass., November 15.—(Special.)— 
The Boston Merchants’ Association held its 
annual banquet at the Vendome this even- 
ing, entertaining 250 guests. The claims 
and needs of the harbor of Boston were the 
topic for the after dinner discussion, the 
speakers being Winslow Warren, collector 
of customs; Woodward Emery, chairman 
of the state board on docks and terminal 
facilities; Colonel Samuel M. Mansfield, 
United states army; William H. Lincoln, a 
shipping agent; Alden Speare, president of 
the Boston Associated Board of Trade; 
Senators William P. Frye, of Maine; Or- 
ville H. Platt, of Connecticut, and George 
F. Hoar, of Massachusetts. 

George B. Nichols, trustee of the Boston 
city hospital and of the wool firm of 
Nichols, Dupree & Co., died this afternoon 
at his home in Roxbury. Mr. Nichols was 
seventy-five years of age and had been iil 
for some months. He leaves a wife, two 
sons anc one daughter. 

Mrs. Helen McGougar, of Lafayette, Ind., 
the plaintiff in the recent action to recover 
$25,000 from Congressman Elijah A. Morse 
for an alleged libel, has filed a motion for 
a new trial on the ground that the verdict 
returned for the defendant on Tuesday last 
was against the evidence and against the 
law and the instructions of the court. No 
time for hearing the motion has yet been 
fixed. 

Senator William P. Frye, of Maine, when 
questioned today relative to the reorganiza- 
tion of the senate by republicans said: 
“Personally, I would be rather inclined to 
leave the organization where it is now, be- 
cause if the republicans do succeed in or- 
ganizing the senate it will be an indica- 
tion to unthinking men that the party has 
power when it has none, so far as legisla- 
tion is concerned. The tencency would be, 
it seems to me, to give us a party respon- 
sibility without real strength.’’ Senator 
Frye would not discuss presidential possi- 
bilities. He expressed confidence, however, 
in line with his previous rem@rks that who- 
ever is nominated will be elected. 

A heavily-loaded passenger train on the 
Boston and Maine narrowly escaped sliding 
down a seventy-five-foot embankment into 
the Connecticut river near Hanover, N. H., 
this afternoon. 

A special committee to investigate and re- 
port on municipal reform in Lowell, Gov: 
ernor Greenhalge’s home, tonight, reported 
recommending a complete separation of the 
legislative and executive offices and giving 
the mayor much enlarged power. There are 
also many sweeping criticisms of past man- 
agement of various departments. 

Several members of an Ashfield family 
here died of bovine tuberculosis. 

Josiah Quincy tonight sent out his letter 
of acceptance of the democratic nomination 
for mayor of Boston. It is a very strong 
political document. 


Eben Jordan Is Dead. 


Eben D. Jordan, one of the founders of 
the firm of Jordan, Marsh & Co., died at 
6:50 o’clock this morning at his late home 
on Bacon street. Mr. Jordan had been sick 
since early in July. He.had no specially 
dangerous disease, but the cause of his 
death seemed to be a general decline of 
vital power.

A Mother Smothers Her Babe Without

Cleveland, O., November 15.—(Special.)— 
The mayor’s secretary, McClure, today re- 
ceived a letter from 8S. R. Callaway, pres- 
ident of the New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis Railway Company, = signifying a 
williggness to build a bridge at the Wil- 
son avenue crossing and complaining that 
the city council has been too severe in its 
requirements. 

The nine-year-old daughter of Mrs. Ed- 
ward Smith, of James street, rocked her 
eleven-months-old baby sister to sleep and 
put it down on the feather bed. A few 
minutes later the mother picked up the 
tick, folded it and carried it out to the 
back yard for an airing, not noticing that 
the child was there. The babe was smoth- 
ered to death.

AN APPEAL FROM ARMENTA. 


Dr. Dwight Asks Aid for the Des- 
titute. 

New York, November 15.—Ex-Minister of 
the United States to Turkey, Oscar Strauss, 
today received from Rev. Henry C. Dwight, 
head of the Bible house mission in Constan- 
tinople, the following cablegram: 

“Armenia laid waste. Quarter of a mil- 
lion souls destitute. Will-you start human- 
itarian work, forming strong non-partisan 
relief commission, independent of mission- 
aries?’ 

Referring to the dispatch, Mr. Strauss 
said Mr. Dwigth had been in Turkey for 
twenty years, and his statements could be 
relied upon. He would not cable thus, 
said Mr. Strauss, if he were not thoroughly 
assured of the facts. There evidently must 
have been some terrible conflicts between 
the Turkish troops and the Armenians. 
There should be co-operation om the part 
of the various committees which have been 
formed for this purpose, and steps be at 
once taken with this end in view. =

LARGE EXPORTS BY NEW YORK

New York, November 15.—L. von Hoff- 
man & Co. will ship $1,000,000 in gold to 
Europe tomorrow, and Lazard Freres 


$1,250,000. The latter @mount has been. 


ordered from the subtreasury. 

It is rumored that the treasury depart- 
ment has communicated with New York 
bankers with a view to Making an arrange- 
ment for the restor@tion of the gold re- 
serve. The proposition is that when the 
resrve falls to $75,000,000 the banks shall 
furnish $25,000,000 in gold, for which they 
‘will receive 4 per cent bonds on a $3 per 
cent basis. 

The idea is regarded with favor by the 
banks, as they would rather supply gold 
than experience another financial distur- 
bance. Thomas B.: Reed, who is slated for 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
has spent some time in New York recently 
discussing currency Questions with bank- 
ers. He, it is said, has intimated that he 
will oppose the proposed retirement of the 
greenbacks by an issue of bonds. He found 
that bankers as a rule objected to the wip- 
ing out of greenbacks if there is to be 
ho other form of money to take their 
place. While the treasury statement shows 
$346,000.000 of greenbacks outstanding, ex- 
perts estimate that the amount in actual 
circulation is less ye $300,000,000,

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THE WORLD OF TRADE. 


Very Little Change Is Noted in the 


Past Week. 

New York, November 15.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“The cordition of general trade contin- 
ues irregular and without material 
change. There is a distinct falling off in 
the demand for iron and steel, with per- 
haps the heaviest reacticn in quotations 
in those lines reported in any week since 
the late boom in those métals reached its 
climax. Central western cities continue 
to feel the unfavorable inflvence of un- 
seasonably mild weather, which is true 
as well of cities at the northwest. Then 
there is the .cng list of decreases in quo- 
tations for merchandise. The converse in- 
cludes. an unexpected improvement in 
woolen goods. 

“October gross railroad earnings refiect 
gererally improved trade and an especially 
heavy movement of spring wheat is the 
largest gain shown for any month’s put 
June ami July this year. With the ex- 
ception of the southwestern. roads ana 
the. coalers, ich show decreases, every 
other group shows gains. Ali the trunk 
lines and nearly all the southern roads 
show increases, the latter in spite of tne 
short cotton crop. 

“Renewed gold exports, amounting for 
the week to $3,250,000, have checked the 
bullish tendency of the New York stock 
ma-ket. The selling, however, is profes- 
sional, the short interest enlarged, and 
the liquidation apparently completed. 
hint o48 gold shipments are expected next 
week. 

Bank clearings at cities throughout the 
United States aggregate $1,171,000,000 this 
week, 4 per cent more than last week. As 
compared with the corresponding period 
in 1892, at a time when bank —— to- 
tals were exceptionally heavy, the falling 
off this week is 12 per cent.

The negro addressed 
Perkins and said he wanted a quarter. He 
claimed to be a brakeman and said Perkins 
must either pay or get off. Perkins replied 
that he had no money. The men seized him 
and threw him headlong from the train 
while it was going fifteen miles an hour. 
Perkins alighted on his head and was in- 
stantly killed. Wilson, fearing he was go- 
ing to be thrown off, jumped and was hurt 
inwardly. Where Perkins’s body was found 
his head was sticking in the ground. Wil- 
son was brought here to the hospital. A 
negro named Coleman was arrested here 
and taken before Wilson, who identified him 
as the man who threw Perkins off the train. 
The white man was also arrested. They 
will be taken to New River for trial. 


THE SAFE TOO MUCH FOR THEM. 


Unsuccessful Attempt To Rob a Bank 
in Ohio. 

Zanesville, O., November 15.—An unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made by three men to 
rob the Monroe County bank at Woodsfield 
last night. Deputy Sheriff Keiser in going 
to his home at 11 o’clock saw a light in a 
livery stable behind the bank. He went to 
ask about some oil wells in which he and 
the proprietor were jointly interested and 
was overpowered, carried to another stable, 
gagged and bound. The burglars took $60 
and a revolver from him. The dial on the 
bank safe was knocked off and two men 
drilled on it, while the third remained to 
watch Keiser.

SAILED FOR CUBA. 


A Large Expedition Said To Have Left 
Fully Equipped. 
Jacksonville, Fla., November 15.—A ca- 
blegram to The’ Times-Union from Key 

West, Fla., says: 

“The Times-Union correspondent is relia- 
bly informed that an expedition consisting 
of between five and six hundred men, well 
equipped, left Cudjoes Keys on Monday for 
Cuba. It is stated that besides plenty of 
ammunition, rifles, machetes, etc., they 
carried considerable dynamite. On Satur- 
day midnight flash lights were seen by par- 
ties on the south beach in the direction of 
the reef, which caused it to be reported in 
the city that some vessel in distress was 
signaling for assistance. Several pilot boats 
left for the direction in which the lights 
were seen, but at daylight Sunday they 
could see nothing to indicate an accident to 
any vessel It is now reported that the sig- 
nals were intended for the men on the Keys 
and for them to get ready. 

“The name of the steamer which carried 
the expedition {ts known to some of the 
prominent Cubans, but_they, refuse.to talk 
on the subject and profess to be surprised 
at the report. These men are some of the 
same captured on the schooners ‘Lark and 
Antoinette, who immediately upon being fe- 
leased by the United States commissioner 
before whom they were tried for: alleged 
violation of the neutrality law, left for the 
keys and remained there until Monday of 
this week, where they were constantly 
drilled in military tactics by General Cus- 
pere, an ex-captain in the French army. 
It is also reported that General Collazo, 
who mysteriously disappeared from Or- 
lando a short while back, was ofte of the 
party.” 


IN LANGUAGE THAT IS PLAIN. 


Resolutions Affirming the Monroe 
Doctrine Will Be Offered. 
Washington, November 15.—From hints 
thrown out by leaders of both political par- 
ties strong probabilities seem to-exist that 
two important joint resolutions will be 
offered immediately after the assembling of 
the fifty-fourth congress. The first will be 
an affirmation of the principles embodied in 
the Monroe doctrine, expressing in plain 
and vigorous language the sympathy of the 
American people with the government of 
Venezuela in its boundary dispute with 
Great Britain. The second, a joint resolu- 
tion, which is being prepared with much 
care, provides for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian islands to the United States under 

a territorial form of government.

A Sad Visit. 

When Governor Matthews left the city 
a few days ago he carried back with him 
to Indianapolis a light heart, believing 
that his boy would soon recover. The 
son had improved steadily during his visit 
to Atlanta and the governor had no rea- 
son to fear a change for the worse in his 
condition. Mrs. Matthews remained at 
the bedside of her sick boy and kept her 
husband posted daily. Every letter that 
traveled between the two cities carried 
with if the good news that Seymour was 
improving. The governor had completed 
his official duties and last Wednesday af- 
ternoon set out for Atlanta expecting to 
carry his boy back to Indianapolis. 

A letter received by the governor just 
before he boarded the'train stated that the 
young man was doing nicely and was 
looking ,forward with eager anticipation 
to his father’s return. Before the gov- 
ernor had proceeded many miles on his 
southward journey, however, a telegram 
was received from Mrs. Matthews stating 
that her boy was rapidly sinking and it 
looked as if the end was near. This was 
the first intimation of the sad bereave- 
ment that was destined to fall upon the 
governor’s heart.

In a Stew. 

The continued operations of the single 
gold standard seem to be worrying the 
advocates of that system no little. Ire- 
quently we read a pathetic article in 
some recognized eastern financial organ 
and wonder whether the able editor has 
not discovered that he and his brethren 
who find intrinsic value in a piece of 
yellow metal have bitten off more than 
they can chew. 

Here, for instance, is The New York 
Journal of Commerce, whose editor is 
one of the blindest advocates of the 
single gold standard. That organ is in 
a tremendous stew over the renewed 
shipments of gold. It is referred to 
as “this extraordinary movement;’ it 
is described as almost a crisis, and the 
editor has no hesitation whatever in 
saying that it is a very “grave state of 
affairs.”’ 

So it is, but the export of gold is not 
nearly such a serious matter as the 
Shrinkage of values and fall in prices 
caused by the single gold standard. 
For every dollar of gold that goes out 
its owners ‘get something in return, 
but the immense sums, representing the 
difference between values and prices 
now and three years ago, have been ab- 
solutely lost to the people. 

We were told two years ago by such 
men as the editor of The Journal of 
Commerce that there was and would be 
no scramble for gold, and yet here is the 
seramble going on right under their 
noses. They call it “a very grave state 
of affairs,” and yet do not seem to real- 
ize what it all means. They had one 
explanation of it last week, another this 
week and they will have still another 
next week. 

So far as The Journal of Commerce is 
concerned it perceives that the issue 
of bonds is no remedy and it fails to see 
that congress will devise any adequate 
remedy. Consequently it hopelessly 
beats about the bush, pats the banks on 
the back with one hand and jabs them 
in the ribs with the other and is alto- 
gether in a condition that calls for 
cracked ice and a bolus. 

If both gold and silver were the money 
of final payment—if we had something 
else besides reckless incapacity in the 
management of the treasury, the law 
would never have been violated—and 
we would not be exporting gold when, 
according to all experience, we ought 
to be importing it. Nobody would be 
hurt by all this if silver supplemented 
gold as the money of final payment. In 
fact nobody, not even the uneasy finan- 
cial experts, would pay any attention 
to it.

He 
points to the case of China, which made 
the fatal mistake of relying upon its 
vastly superior numbers for safety, and 
he argues that the best guarantee of 
peace is a condition of readiness for 
war.. 

It is possible to fortify our coasts and 
so strengthen our navy and army as 
to make it impossible for any foreign 
foe to successfully assail us, but it 
would be a much more difficult matter 
to equip the United States for an of- 
fensive warfare. Lieutenant Hamilton, 
in United States service, shows that it 
would be well-nigh impossible for us 
to command .the needed transportation 
facilities in a war of invasion against 
another country. The New York Sun, 
in a review of Lieutenant Hamilton's 
article, says: 

In 1862 the undertaking of embarking the 
Army of the Potomac, under General Mc- 
Clellan, at Alexandria and transporting it 
to Fortress Monroe occupied, including ar- 
rangements for the operation, about forty 
days. One hundred and thirteen steam- 
ships, 188 schooners and 8&8 barges were em- 
ployed to carry 125,000 men, 14,500 horses and 
mules, 1,150 wagons,.44 batteries of artillery, 
74 ambulances, pontoon bridges, telegraph 
material, stores, etc. In February, 1866, 
General A. J. Smith was three days embark- 
ing 17,000 men, horses, batteries, etc., at 
Eastport, Tenn., for New Orleans, on @ 
fleet of forty steamboats, and fifteen days 
later he landed them at their destination, 
1,330 miles distant. 

From these two illustrations of moving 
troops.om our own rivers some notion may 
be gained of the problem of transporting 
armies over sea. England and France have 
had more experience in this work than oth- 
er nations, Russia, Germany. Austria and 
Italy having done most of their fighting op 
the continent. In the war with Mexico, 
1861-63, France transported 39,000 men, 6,000 
animals and 26,000 tons of stores across the 
Atlantic in sixty steam vessels, requiring 
crews of 18,000 men and making seventy- 
six voyages. England in 1854 sent 33,000 men, 
fifty-four guns and 3,300 horses in eighty- 
eight steamships and sailing vessels, agere- 
gating 95,000 tons, to the Crimea. The ut- 
most that the British authorities say they 
can accomplish today is to disembark on the 
continent of Europe an army of 88,000 men, 
30,000 horses and 4,300 vehicles, but sdowven- 
ant Hamilton asserts that England's “max- 
imum effort, after giving every possible ac- 
vantage to her, would be to transport 62,000 
men, the three arms in due proportions, 
with food and forage for a fourteen days’ 
voyage and fourteen days after landing. 
It is evident from this estimate that sev- 
eral trips would have to be made, and it 
must be remembered that England’s trans- 
port facilities are much and far superior to 
those of any other nation in the world. 

When we consider these facts and 
figures we are bound to come to the 
conclusion that we are not ready and 
perhaps never will be ready for an of- 
fensive warfare which would make it, 
necessary for us to land our troops on 
other shores. We might Mvade Canada 
and Mexico by land, but it would be 
out of the question for us to send a big 
force to Venezuela to aid that country 
in fighting the British. Of course we 
could manage an islaud like Cuba, but 
we would be unable to send large armies 
by water to a foreign country. 

While we might not have to make any 
preparations for offensive warfare, 
we ought to protect our seaboard cities. 
If we leave them without proper de- 
fenses their wealth and their helpless- 
ness will some day tempt a foreign en- 


emy.

New York, November 15.—The_ stock

shares, aginst 275,756 yesterday. In today’s 
total Tobacco figured for 29,000, Reading for 
26,700, Sugar for 22,000, Manhattan for 17,004 


and Burlington and Quincy for 11,700 shares, 


At ‘the opening some stocks showed slight 


gains, while others, notably Manhattan, 


_were weak. Later on the pools in the 
Grangers supported their favorites and a 
firmer tone characterized the trading. The 
ensagement of $2,250,000 gold for Europe to- 
morrow, all of which will be withdrawn 
from the subtreasury, did not alarm legiti- 
mate holders of stocks, but the professional 
traders sold rather freely of the Industrials 
and standard issues in the resumption of 
the outward movement of the metal. This 
class of operators are looking for still 
heavier shipments next week, which they 
hope will bring about liquidations again in 
the active list. Bankers are manifesting 
no concern about the matter and expect 
intermittént- shipments the next few weeks 
unless the exports of cotton and grain 


should happen to assume large proportions. 


The treasury gold reserve dropped below 
the ninety million mark, but it excited only

Liverpool 
was still active on the spot, the sales be- 
ing 15,000 bales, making the liberal agegre- 
gate of 84,000 for the week, but spot prices 
were reduced Ibd and futures fell 3% to 4 
points early, and closed at very near the 
lowest prices of the day.

As an ex- 
planation our cables state there are ru- 
mors of further failures, but there seems 
to be no foundation for these floating ru- 
mors in any of the markets.. The cotton 
trade has shown wonderful strength dur- 
ing the exciting times of the past two 
months. On tne decline this morning 
there has been good buying by people who 
feel as long as the present uncertain crop 
advices are received‘that at present prices 
it will do to own a little cotton. Whether 
this buying is insufficient to arrest the 
liquidation of the long interest is, of course, 


.a@ question, but the buyers seem to con- 


sider the liquidation is about over. Spin- 
ners have been large buyers in Liver- 
pool, a feature which indicates an in- 
crease in the demand in the south. A re- 
ported failure in the dry goods trade, 
which was afterwards denied, brought 
about a decline during the afternoon to 
the lowest prices of the day through the 
execution of stop orders. it was noticed 
that the largest houses in the tfade were 
the largest buyers, but the flood of sell- 
ine orders was more than they could ab- 
sorb, and the market continued weak. 
Exporters report free offerings from the 
south, and expect a lower Liverpool not- 
withstanding the interior movement, which 
Was not equal to the earlier ideas.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, November 15.—The speculative 
markets for both grain and provisions have 
been very uninteresting today. Trading 
in wheat was within %c range, mostly 
of a local character. ‘ Commission 
houses did some selling of December. Ele- 
vators bought, but were sellers of May at 
a spread of trom 4% to 4%c. There was 
more activity in the cash crowd and 100,000 
bushels are reported as having been sold 
to Buffalo; also, some good round lots to 
Toledo and interior millers in Indiana. 
The exact amount cannot be ascertained 
at the writing, but some estimate it as 
high as 250,000 bushels altogether. There 
was also a fair business done at the 
seaboard: for export, New York reporting 
seventeen Joads having been worked. This, 
however, had no effect on the speculative 
market, which has m featureless the 
entire session. 

Corn suffered a decline of %4c per bushel 
for the near-by deliveries and also about 
4c for May.

Governor Bullock Indorsed. 


From The National. 

Colonel A. E. Buck appears in Sunday’s 
Constitution in ‘an interview in which he 
very vindiciively claims to be replying to a 
letter by Governor Bullock, recently print- 
ed in The New York Herald. 

Governor Bullock in his letter stated that 
there was practically no republican party 
in Georgia. in making this statement Gov- 
ernor Bullock recorded the exact truth. At 
the capital of the state, where Colonel 
Buck, chairman of the republican state cen- 
tral committee, resides, there has not been 
a party nomination for the legislature, for 
county offices or for mayor in so long that 
we do not now recall when the last nomina- 
tion was made of a republican candidate. 
As it is in Atlanta so it is practically all 
over the state, and the republican party, 
which was in a majority twenty-five years 
azo, has dwindled down until now it is 
barely strong enough to fill the federal of- 
fices. Colonel Buck, who is the nominal 
head of the party in Georgia, has practical- 
ly no acquaintance among the white people 
He came to Georgia in 1872 to fill a federal 
office. He has been engaged in no other busi- 
ness in the state save office holding, so far 
as we have been able to learn, and his 
claim now that there is a republican party 
in Georgia seems to be made simply witha 
view of controlling appointments to federal 
Office hereafte., and not because he really 
thinks there is a republican party in Geor- 
gia. There are some who think that Colonel 
Buck does not want a republican party in 
Georgia, for the reason that a party of any 
size aud respectability would destroy the 
power which Colonel Ruck now has to ma- 
nipulate the federal offices. It is a fact that 
when Colonel Buck was United States mar- 
shal a good deal of the patronage of his of- 
fice went to democrats when republicans 
were hungry on the streets, and his official 
advertising was wholly done by The At- 
lanta Journal, a rank democratic paper, 
when there were republican papers, both 
white and black, capable of legally doing 
the work. 

Colonel Buck belongs to that*class known 
throughout the south as the “carpet- 
bagger.” He settled in Alabama at the 
close of the war, having been an officer in 
a colored regiment. He was soon elected 
to congress from a district in which it is 
fair to say that he was almost totally unac- 
quainted. He afterwards drifted to Geor- 
gia as the holder of a federal office, and he 
is regarded as a man who lives among this 
people simply for the official plums which 
may fall his way. Under these circum- 
stances it is the supremest folly to imagine 
a party can be built up or exist in Georgia 
under the leadership of Colonel Buck, no 
matter what his personal and private char- 
acter may be. 

It is not our desire to say an unkind 
word of Colonel Buck, but simply to state 
the facts and our conclusions therefrom. 
A republican party in Georgia, if one ex- 
ists, must be built up largely among the 
white people. The negroes are worthless 
as a political ally, and in counties where 
they have a majority of two or three to one 
they cannot elect the humblest bailiff. 
Among the whites the prejudice against the 
carpet-bagger, so-called, has béen so bitter 
that it can never e removed during this 
generation, and as it is from the whites 
that the strength of a republican party 
must be drawn, the impossibilitv of build- 
ing a party under Colonel Buck’s leader- 
ship, or under the leadership of any other 
man in like circumstances, will be at once 
apparent. No one knows this better than 
Colonel Buck himself. 

Governor Bullock stated the truth when he 
safd that there was practically no repub- 
lican party in Georgia, and Colonel Buck 
made a mistake in allowing himself to be 
interviewed.

for the false alarm of fire on the heads of 
the marshals of the day named. He says 
that he was requested by the marshals to 


turn in a fire alarm, it beirg generally un- 
derstood that Cap Joyner and his depart- 
ment would make a fire run for the benefit 
of the visitors. 

Chief Joyner said that such an under.- 
standing was entirely incorrect, and that 
he had so informed the managers of the 
parade. He declined to allow his depart- 
ment to make a display run for the reason 
that the city was full of visitors, crowding 
the streets to an extent that a run would 
be dangerous. He would have been glad 
to show off his department but for the 
danger of an accident, 

Just before the parade started Wednes- 
day some of the managers asked Chief 
Connolly to turn in the fire alarm according 
to the programme, it being understood that 
the department wonld wait at headquart-- 
ers for the alarm before turning out to 
participate in the narade. Chief Connolly 
did not fully understand the programme 
and Le questioned the marshal, Mr. Charles 
I. Branan, and another manager, who in- 
formed him that the alarm was a part of 
tue programme. 

Chief Connolly then ordered une of his 
* men to turn in the false alarm, which was 

done, bringing the fire department out in 
its usual quick manner. The streets were 
crowded with people, and when Cap Joy- 
ner and his apparatus sped through them 
towards the supposed fire in the vicinity 
of the State capitol, a tremendous yell 
went up. Cheer after cheor rent the alr, 
and Cap Joyner and his brave fire laddies 
were applauded by thousands of throats. 

Chief Joyner thought that he was really 
going to a fire, and when he reached,the 
box and found the true state of affairs he 
became indignant.
